Whether the preſent method exceeds the high 
operation. ſtill doubt, and cannot help de- 
caring, that in my opinion the high way was 
left off too precipitately and inconſiderately, and 
that the inconveniencies complained of might 
have been remedied by farther experiments, 
(which Mr. CazszLnen alſo owns, © I maſt de- 


clare it is my opinion, that the high operation is 
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.much better than the old way z and that it might 
hereafter be practiſed with greater ſucceſs ; theſe 
fatal accidents having pretty well ſhewn how much 
water might be injected, and how large the wound 
might. ſafely be made,” *) ſo as to excel all the 
methods yet propoſed in moſt caſes. But be. that 
as it will, no body can deny, that the introduction 
of the high operation awakened the. Lithotomiſts 
from a ſort of lethargy, and put them upon mak- 
ing further and more ſerious enquiries of this kind, 
which, perhaps, otherwiſe they might never have ſet 
about in our days; whence the preſent operation, 
which has been ever ſince always dexterouſly, and 
often ſucceſsfully performed by Mr. Cheſelden. 

I ſhall conclude with theſe two Queries; which 
I ſhould be very glad to ſee diſtinctly anſwered. |

In 1732, when 1 publiſhed my account * the 
ſurprizing effects of the bark in putting a ſtop to 
Mortifications +, (in which I mentioned ten caſes, ) 
1 found many of —— began to be alarmed at this 
new practice (what Mr. Ruſhworth had wrote a, 
bout a year before being known to very few, and 
minded, Tag ge and Gina it with great 
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warmth; yet, notwithſtanding all was ſaid againſt 
it, and the very ridiculous light it was placed in 
by ſome, Mr. John Shipton, a Surgeon in Brook- 
ſtreet, ſoon afterwards publiſhed an account of a- 
patient of his, whoſe mortification was entirely 
ſtopp'd by the power of the bark, after all other 

means had proved ineffectual. * Afterwards the 
following Surgeons, viz.

Can there be any ſtronger Prook of a Fecifick, 
than its conſtant ſycceſy in the hands of ſo many 
different men, in ſo many different places? And 
that in almoſt all theſe caſes it has been obſerved, 
(after the mortificatign was ſtopp'd) if the bark was 
either given in a ſmaller doſe, ſeldomer, or left off 
too ſoon, the mortification returned; and that, up- 
on repeating it as before, the digeſtion, as * en- 
chantment, returned, the ſloughs eaſt off, ' &c. 
Nay, I'm perſuaded, no man can ſhew one in- 
ſtance whete the bark failed, that the mortifica- 
tion was ever eured by any means. 
Was not this very medicine hen firſt propoſed 
here for the eure olf intermitting fevers, talked and 
written out of uſe by the eloquence and learning of 
a, ſet of Phyſicians, &c, ? * and afterwards brought 
into practice by Talbot or Tabor, a quack, as is 
| h obſervett by Dt. de Berger, a noble German.

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In May 1736, I publiſhed a ſhort account of 
the; Rate. of Midwifery in London Weſtmin- 
ſter, &c. wherein I not only ſummed: up the great 
and numerous Misfortunes which have happened 
and do daily happen to both women and children, 
by the ignorance of the Midwives, as they are re- 
corded by Chamberlen, Gifford, Chapman, &xc. 
but alſo propoſed an effectual method to enable 
them to perform their office, almoſt in all caſes, 
with as much eaſe, ſpeed, and ſafety, as the moſt 
dextrous men. A propoſal by which more lives 
would be yearly ſaved, than there are by all our 
hoſpitals put together, &c. 

- Yet ſoon afterwards a dane of the ld chal 
of the men-operatars, ( Ambubajarum e 
pharmacopule, mendici, mima, balatranes: 
nus omue, apprehending their little craft ary e 
gar) under the conduct of a hackney ſcribbler,

it. But its ſo lowggnd mean a performance, ſo 
ſtuffed with malice and Billingſgato, { void of ar-

Mad about purging in the ſmall pox, gives Dr. Cham- 
berlen a very different cbaracter from Mr. Douglas, 
ſpeaking of bim as one moſt skillful in r 
faſſed.' (Eb. f.) Whence we may plainly ſee, bow 
different the cbarutter of the ſame perſon is, when drawn 
by real andpretended judges.” Th learned and worthy 
gentleman; here mentioned with fo much refpe& by 
Dr. Freind, was never ſo much as mentioned, directly 
or indirectly, by me in the ſtate of Midwifery, 
nor any other writing. He was neither the father 
nor either of the three brothers mentioned by the 


tranſlator of Mauriceau, he did not belong to that 


knot of Noſtrum- mongers, therefore he is quite 
out of the queſtion. The Chamberlen I mention 


ed was a practicer about ſixty years ago, when the 
other was hardly ſeven "years. old: He was in

en HOUGH this new method of 
85 ; treating the venercal diſeaſe has 
been well received by the Incorrup- 
ti judices, yet it has been ſtrongly 
| and artfully oppoſed by the bigots 
to antiquity, the advocates for the antient method 
of ſalivating, and they who apprehend their craft is 
in danger by it. They haye made ſeveral quaint, 
formal, and groundleſs objections againſt it, but, in 
itos ipſiſimis edrum telis inſtructus in arenam deſcends. 
1ſt Ojection. That it is an old method reviv- 
ed, which had been made uſe of by ſome, from 
(what they call) the firſt i iruption of this difcaſe 1 into 
Europe. 
Anſwer. Now ſuppoſe this to be true, who. 
does it reflect on? Not on us, but on thoſe who 
make it, If it is a better way, as ſhall be. fully 
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proved below, and known ſo long ago, why did 
not they make uſe of it before now? Why did they 
continue ſalivating at all events, when they knew 
how to cure them without? Notwithſtanding this 
objection is ſo little to the purpoſe, yet, at the 
deſire of a worthy friend, I have made an abſtract 
of all that has been ſaid about mercurial frictions 
by the principal of the antient and moſt venerable 
authors z whence the groundleſſneſs of this aſſertion 
will evidently appear, &c. 

© Jacobus Carpus, a Surgeon in Ferrara, as the 
learned Fallopius informs us, was the firſt who uſed 
mercurial frictions in large quantities for the cure 
of this diſeaſe ; but whether he raiſed a ſalivation, 


or purged it off, he don't ſay, and Carpus himſelf 


has wrote nothing about it; tho? he has left one ex- 
cellent book De fractura cranii, and another De rr 
anatomica. Be that as it will, he got a very great 


eſtate by it, and at his death left it, with a large 


quantity of plate, to the duke of Ferrara. - a 
enim aqua ad mare currit. 

I 503. Tel > Vigo, Surgeon 69 Pope e IE, 
was the next ſtrenuous advocate for mercurial fric- 
tions in the laſt ſtages of this diſeaſe, You may 
depend upon it, ſays he, that the beſt method of 
curing this deteſtable and dangerous diſeaſe, is by 


mercurial unctions. But adds, that ſometimes a 


copious ſpitting is cauſed by the ointment 3 whence 
very ſtinking and foetid ulcers in the company 
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circumjacent parts of the mouth, which ought to 
be treated with great art and diligence, to prevent 
the evil conſequences mention?d in part iſt of this 
diflertation, He fays alſo, he cannot imagine for 
what reaſon Phyſicians have ſo much condemned 
the uſe of mercurial liniments, plaiſters, &c. in 
the cure of this moſt fierce diſeaſe; & when it's 
evident from the writings of both antients and 
moderns, that they have been uſed, with great 
ſafety and ſucceſs in very trifling diſeaſes ; ſuch as 
the itch, ring-worms, &c, why not then to conquer 
this moſt obſtinate diſtemper? Proteo mutabilior. 

N. B. In the firſt ſtages of this diſtemper, he 
begins with what he calls the methodical cure, Fal- 
lopius the royal, others the rational, others the dag 
matical cure, &c. which conſiſt in diet, bleeding, 
alterants, purging, vomiting, baths, ſtoves, &c. 
but when, after much time ſpent, they fail, they 
then muſt return, where they ſhquld have begun, 
to frictions, which has been ſtigmatized by the 
name of che nee way. |

Who can blame the fire, which, by 
the careleſſneſs of the ſervants, burns down a ſu- 
perbe ſeat ?

Is it not the ſame as if 
he had ſaid, Gentlemen, you may go thro? a courſe 
of frictions and purging, and ſpend as much time 
and money about it as you pleaſe, but, take my 
word for it, you'll be obliged, nolens volens, ſoon 
afterwards to be ſalivated z for a radical cure, (if 
you ll believe me) cannot be obtained without go- 
- ing thro? a full ſalivation. What time this gentle- 
man allots to be ſure of a cure I cannot tell; but 
I can anſwer for ſeveral who have been ſound and 
bearty for about two years, which, in my opinion, 
is ſufficient to ſnew they were well cured, and Dr.

Nay, and I 
know by long experience, that repeated mercu- 
rial purges, ſtrong turbith vomits, and cinnabrine 
fumigations, are more racking and deſtructive to 
the conſtitution than a kindly and maden .

Iith Objection. That I have not given the 
Recipe of my ointment or purge ; which ſmells 
(ay) they a little of the ſecret-monger. 

- Anſwer. Can any man imagine that there is a 
Surgeon in England, who don't know what's meane 
by mercurial unction, or a ſoſt purge? If there 


| are any ſo groſly ignorant, (which I don't in the 


leaſt ſuſpect) in my opinion they ought never to 
be informed, leaſt they do more hurt than god 


with them. Might they not, with as much rea- 
fon, have uſed that opprobrious name, in caſe 1 
had mentioned lenitive electuary, diaſcordium, or 
Venice treacle, without ſetting, down all the ingre- 
dients they are compoſed of? But had I told them,

tion, &c. Then, ſays my friend, what ſignifies it

That may be, ſays he, 
but Mr. Douglas muſt account clearly, how, and af- 
ter what manner it cures this obſtinate diſtemper 
without fluxing before I truſt to it: Saying it cures, 
or ſeeing it cure, is not ſatisfactory to me, except 
I have the rationale of it, &c. Who could have 
expected to find ſuch a man in the Navy? 
Would not any man imagine he had been bred in 
the ſchools of Plato, Ariſtotle, or Aſclepiades, 
men famous, men who piqued themſelves on ac- 
counting for unaccountables? I told my friend, I 
was very glad he had made no more material ob- 


jections, and aſſured him, that when he could give 


me a ſatisfactory account why a ſmall quantity of 
mercury, given either internally or externally, fa- 
livates ſome, and no quantity will ſalivate others 
Why-ſome are cured, and others never the better 


for being falivated; Why ſuch terrible accidents, 


mention'd by the antient writers, and in the firſt- 


diſſertation, &c. happen in the hands of the moſt 


experienced falivators : and how the bark puts 
a ſtop to mortifications even from an internal 
cauſe, when no other medicines can : I fay, when 
he can clearly account for theſe facts, any other- 
wiſe than by experience, I will give him unanſwer- 
able reaſons, why unctions, &c. cure the venereal 


diſeaſe with more eaſe. and fafety than any other 


method. But why ſhould I ftand anſwering the cas 
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vils of a few envious and intereſted men, wht Dr. 
Mead (the beſt judge living) lately told me, he had 
read my boot, and approved of the method ? If. 
bis opinion won't filence their carping, pray what 
will? 

Notwithſtanding I think I have fully anſwered 
all the objections I have met with, yet, I muſt 
own, I find one very great inconveniency in this 
method, to which a falivation is not liable, viz. 
che difficulty, nay ſometimes the impoſſibility, of 
confining ſome patients, (tho? their caſes require it) 
not to their beds, nor even their rooms, but only 
to their houſes; whereby their cures are prolong d, 
and they expoſe themſelves to the danger of 
cold, &c. which may be of very bad conſequence. 
And beſides, you are obliged to take their word. 
whether they take their purges, or uſe the unction as 
directed, which, when in a falivation, you are ſure 
hor 

Bat to put the ſucceſs of this method paſt all 
diſpute, I ſhall give a ſhort and clear account not 
only of the caſes I have received from others, but 
alſo of the moſt remarkable of my own, fince the 
publiſhing my firſt diſſertation. | 

The four following caſes were given me by 
my learned and worthy friend Dr. Robert Owen.

| Increaſe of the hectical heat, or her being any way 
diſorder'd : the fourth day ſhe was taken with a 


diarrhza, which went off by a diſcontinuance of 
this method for three days, and a diminution of 
the purgative for the future, She ſucceſsfully pro- 
deeded thus, the ſecond, third, fourth, fifth, ſixth, 
ſeventh and eighth weeks, augmenting and diminiſh= 
ing quantities, deſiſting and repeating, as occaſional 
ſymptoms offer'd, whereby the eruptions diſap- 
pear'd at the cloſe of the third, and the head-ach 
the fifth, without any appearance of a ſalivation, 
or uneaſineſs: but the running ſtill continues in a 
moderate quantity, with the hectical ſymptoms, 
as at the beginning; which will at laſt, I'm afraid, 
put a period to her life, E ſo "wy 
and unexpected a cure. 

The common method by ſalivating would have 
been juſtly eſteem'd impracticable to one in the 
\ before-mentioned circumſtances ; conſequently, be- 
ing deprived of the laſt aſylum in venereal caſes, 
practitioners of reputation (unacquainted with this 


method) would have pronounced her incurable. 


The ſucceſs tlien, in this caſe, will ſurely, prove an 


inducement to many, to proceed in the ſame man- | 


ner; at leaſt; when they may have reaſon to ſuſ- 
pect the ne, or ee of faliva- 
ing.

Ad Caſe. A girl, about eight years old, (being 


ſeduced) had conſiderable excoriations of the parts, 


with 4 running. From the time of her being 
diſcover'd, to a month after, ſhe was daily anoint- 
ed with coolers' and emolients'z but without any, 
ſnew of ſucceſs; - Whereupon I advis d unction 


and purgation ; the effect whereof was ſo viſible, 


as 10 diminiſn che ſymptoms the firſt time of 
uſing, and to oblige em to diſappear altogether 
in a fortnight, without falivation, or moleſtation. 
This caſe teſtifies the poſlibility of children's un- 
dergoing mercurial. courſes, properly uſed, with as 
much eaſe, ſafety, and certainty, as thoſe of riper 
years: whereas the faſhionable. one, by ſalivation, 
is impracticable in them; and even always expoſes 
the hardieſt to the moſt exceſſive pain, and ſome- 


times the moſt imminent danger, tho under the 


care of the moſt; TG e e N 
tioners. 
3d Caſe. 'A hn. about thirty, lubject to the 
gravel, labouring theſe two years under a running, 
(ſucceeded by eruptions, and a nocturnal head - ach, 
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« kaif aer from the hip downwards, as do be 
unable to walk without crutches) begg d my aſſiſt- 
ance, after having been at one of our hoſpitals, and 
returned thence in as bad a condition as when he 
firſt went in. I ordered unction and purgation 3 
which ſcarce had any other ſenſible effect the firſt | 
week, than making his mouth ſore : being there- 
fore diſpirited, he ſhewed an unwillingneſs to pro- 
deed; and, to engage him the more eaſily, I Was 
oblig?d to deſire a repetition of the afore-mention'd 
method every other day only for the future: but, 
to make amends for the loſs of time, I conſidera- 
bly eglarg'd the doſes. Having deſiſted two days, 
the ſoreneſs of his mouth went off; then p

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Ath Caſe, A woman, about forty, was ſo ſeverely 
handled by the rheumatiſm, as to be unable for ſome 
time to lye in bed; therefore walk'd up and down 
room, continually crying out. After bleeding, I 
order'd a bolus of Gum Guai. & Cin. Antim. twice 
4 day; but the ſmall benefit, ſhe receiv'd from 

'em in a fortnight's time, oblig'd me to have re- 
courſe to unction and purgation; which relieved 
her the very firſt time of uſing, and continued to 
do ſo every day to the ſeventh, when her mouth 
began to be ſore; (tho? ſcarce to incommode her) 
and being then inform'd the ointment was mer- 
- curial, ſhe could not be prevail'd on to proceed: 
She was the leſs inclined to it, being her com- 
plaints were ſo far vaniſhed, as to give but little 
pain in the night, and leſs in the day. 

I take the ſoreneſs of this patient's mouth to proceed 
from the gentle operation of the purgative, moving, 
" ſometimes, not above once or twice a day; whereas 
the ſame ingredients andquantities have moved others 
of a particular habit to upwards of a dozen times: 
and I'm inclin'd to believe, had I encreas'd the 
doſe in proportion to the number of ſtools, the 
mercury would have fallen altogether downwards. 
This caſe ſhews, tho? mercury prov'd a ſpecifick, 
yet, the fear of diſcovering itſelf upward will be 
an invincible obſtacle to the general uſe on't. | 
The two following caſes were communicated by 
Dr. Douglas, from Mr. Deren Surgeon in 
Briſtol. | 4 
mt Caſe. A man about twenty-five, who had 
been infected above ſix months, applied to Mr. 
Devyrell in the beginning of June laſt. He had 
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ſeveral large cruſty ulcers on his head and temples, 
a deep ulcer in the great Canthus of the eye, which 
ſpread far over the noſe ; another on the fide of 
his chin, and another on his right breaſt ; he had 
alſo a phimoſis, and a large, hard, and painful 
tumour on the prepuce ; alſo many chancres, which 
had eaten deep into the parts; as alſo many ill · na- 
tured ulcers on his thighs and legs, &c. On the 
fourth of June he was put into a courſe of purging 
and frictions, and the eighth of July all the ulcers 

were firmly cicatrized, the ſwellings, &c. diſperſ- 
ed, &c. The bones of- the noſe were both bare 
after the falling of the ſloughs; that ulcer in the 
jaw cicatrized without any ſenſible exfoliation ; and 
that of the noſe was contracted to a pin-hole, 
and diſcharged very little; which he expected to 
heal every day, like that of the jaw. The ulcers on 
the noſe and jaws were four times fumigated with 
cinnabar ; (which, in my opinion, would bave done as 
well without) He ſometimes complained of a ſore- 
neſs in his mouth; but that was ſoon cured by 
omitting the frictions. He concludes thus: we 
had not one ill ſymptom, except a faintneſs on the 
fifteenth day; (which was cured by omitting the 
purge) : he rather grew ſtrong and plump; had 
a good appetite, and ſlept GAY the whole 
courſe, 

ad Caſe. 05 dee can] ee 
big with child, who had a violent and very pain- 
ful inflammation in the vagina, with ulcers on the 
labia, a virulent running and heat of urine; / She 
was -anointed, and took two clyſters; afterwards 


the ointment kept her open, and the ulcers were all 
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cured in . days; but the running ſtill con- 
tinues, tho of a good colour and without heat. I 
intend to finiſh her cure aſter her delivery; which 
will man Loon.

Oktober 124 Dr. De la fn, a „ Jew, 
was ſo kind as to ſhew-me a patient, whom he 
had cured, by our method, after two formal ſali- 
vations, (and ſeveral other ſaid to be infallible me- 
dicines) had been tried in vain. _ 

The ſtory, as he and ſhe related it, was 3 
Before the Doctor was conſulted, ſhe had taken a 
great many ſlops, and had been once ſalivated: 
ſhe had then two or three ſmall nodes on the parie- 
tal bones, a very large one on the forehead, and 
three on the tibia of her left leg, with ſoft tu- 
mours upon each of them, ſevere nocturnal nains, 
a very large ſwelling. on her fore- arm, and a ſtiff 
neſs in two of the fingers of that hand, &c. Upon 
a full examination of her caſe (which was then of 
ſome years ſtanding) he, with the advice of two 
Surgeons and another Phyſician, directed cauſticks 
to be laid on all theſe tumours, in all which the 
bones appeared to be carious; and, after the ul- 
cers were well digeſted, put her into another ſali- 
vation; which was continued above ten weeks, but 
with little, if any ſucceſs: the night - pains conti- 
nued, none of the bones exfoliated, &c. Upon 
this the Doctor was ſome time in ſuſpence what to 
do; but at laſt reſolved to try our method: ac- 
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cordingly he put her into a courſe. of anointing, 
purging,” &c. by which, in about ſix weeks all 
the foul bones caſt of, (that on the forehead was as 
big as a crown piece) the night pains vaniſhed, 
the ſwelling in her arm was diſſolved, the ſtiffneſs 
in her fingers perfectly relaxed, and her health en- 
tirely reſtored. She was lively, jolly, and gay. 

Tf. this is not a convincing proof of the ſucceſs of 
this method, pray what can be? If all our Chri- 
ſtian Doctors and Surgeons were as free, and can» 
did in communicating their obſervations, © that 
dangerous and uncertain proceſs of ſahvation would 
ſoon be laid aſide every where. + But ſo far from 
that, I'm well informed that ſome of them uſe this 
method privately, and harangue warmly againſt it 
publickly.

I had the following caſe from my good friend 


Mr. William Douglas, a Surgeon in Catharine- 
ſtreet, November 28, 1737. 


About three months ago A. B. applied to me 
for a freſn running, &c. and at the ſame time in- 
formed me, that he had alſo the relicts of an old 
misfortune, which he was afraid would be of dan- 
gerous conſequenee one day or other; and that was 
a large and very hard ſwelling in his right teſticle, 
of between eight and nine years ſtanding. I gave 
him but little encouragement, until his preſent go- 
norrhæa was cured; then I began to uſe your oint- 
ment, with mild--purges. In about a fortnight's 
time I found it conſiderably ſofter z in a week after 
very much leſſened; and in eight days more it 
was as ſmall and ſoft as t other: however I clapped

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on a thin mercurial plaiſter, and left him exceed- 
ingly pleaſed that he had got rid of his old com- 
panion, who often n him with the — 
of caſtration. 

Pray, how many thercurial drenches, turbith vo- 
mits; pultices, nay ſalivations, &c. (vid. my firſt 
diſſertation, page 5, and page 30.) might this gen- 
tleman have uſed, before (if ever) he had been 
cured ?

The following are a few out of the many remark- 
able caſes, I have had ſince the time before mention'd. 

iſt Caſe. A. R about thirty, had a heat of 
urine, running, and a chordee. I put him into 
the fore mentioned courſe; about eight days after he 
return'd, and told me the chordee with the heat of 
urine were gone, and the running lefſen'd; whereupon 
I deſired him to go on as before. I did not ſee him 
again for a month; when he told me he had been 
confined all that time in the country by a tertian 
ague, and could neither uſe the - ointment nor elec- 
tuary; that the chordee was return'd, accompa- 
nied with a little hardneſs, ſcarcely perceptible, 
about the middle of the urethra ;: but the pain was 
not near ſo ſharp as before, (only a dull pain juſt be- 
hind the frænum.) Whether this uncommon pain 
was occaſion'd by the ague, or not, I leave others 
to judge; but it continued longer than the ſharpeſt 
I had ever ſeen before. 
ad Caſe. C. D. about thirty-five, had blotches 
all. over his body, large bunches of verrucæ about 
the anus and lower part of the perinæum, a vio- 
lent nocturnal head-ach, &c. of about two years 
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ſanding, I gave him about an ounce of- the unc- 
tion, and a pot of electuary ; but by neglecting his 
| and uſing the. un@ion too freely, he threw 
himſelf into a little ſpitting before he had uſed that 
ſmall quantity; which, notwithſtanding the repeat- 

ed purges, I. deſired him to take, (but whether he 
did or not, I cannot be ſure) continued about a 
fortnight, at about half a pint a day, There was 
one little ulcer on each cheek; yet they gave 
him ſo little trouble, that he ſmoked ſeveral 
pipes aday, and never kept his room tort. 
Eight days after, he came to my houſe, and 
ſhew'd me that all the excreſcences were gone, 
(tho? he could not fit before without great pain) 
as alſo all the blotches; and told me his night 
pains were much. more tolerable, Then I or- 
der'd him to proceed as before; but he faid he 
would uſe no more of the unction, for fear it 
ſhould make his mouth ſore again: and beſides, 
ſays he, I'm obliged to be buſy for a fortnight 
or three weeks, and then Ill come again. If that's 
the caſe, ſays I, you may go where you pleaſe ; 
for I'll have no more to do with you, if 
you will not follow directions. However, this 
great ſucceſs in fo little time, I think, is ſome- 
thing very uncommon ; and, had he continued the 
ſame proceſs ſome tire longer, I doubt not but he 
would have been radically cured. - Vide Dr. Tut- 
ner's hiſt. 13, and you'll fee five ſorts of cauſticks 
uſed at the ſame time, and then a ſalivation, fora 
few warts and chancres. IG 

3d Caſe. E. F. about twenty, kid ei enite 
back of the penis, a conſiderable hardneſs all over 
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the prepuce, a ſtrict phimoſis, a copious running, 
and a large bubo, tending to matter. I uſed the 
unction, &c. as before, the bubo was open'd 
about eight days after, and in about four weeks 
the running was quite cured, and the hardneſs of 


the prepuce entirely reduced, except a fort of cal- 


Jous ring at its lower end, which would not ſuffer 
it to be pulled back above a ſtraw's breadth be- 
yond the orifice of the urethra: this I kept rub- 
bing for eight days ſucceſſively without any ſen- 
ſible advantage: Now, ſays I, I could cure this 
in a minute by a ſnip of my ſciſſars; but T will 
try whether the unction will diſſolve it or no; and, 
to my great ſatisfaction, in a little time afterwards it 
ſlipp'd back as eaſy as ever; the bubo digeſted 
well, and Was firmly cicatrized in about three 


months. 
41th Cafe. 6. H. a woman, turn'd of thery, 


was troubled with a venereal running for above a 
year; which ſhe took to be only the wh:tes, *till a 
particular incident diſcovered the contrary; for 
which, during this time, ſhe had taken a great 
many ſlops from her Midwife and her Apothecary 
to no — ſhe had alſo a ſchirrous hardneſs 
all round the os fincæ, which ſhe had complained 
of for ſome years. I order'd the hardneſs to be 


well rubb'd every night and morning with the 


unguentum Benedictum, whereby in about ſix weeks 
time it was entirely diſſolv'd, and ſhe was reſtored 
to a better ſtate of bealth A027 eee 
for ſeveral years.

it before he applied to me. I open'd it about eight 

days after.” About a month or ſix weeks afterwards 
there appeared a large ioftiſh tumour between 

the ulcer: and the root of the penis; upon 
which one of his Phyſicians deſired I would lay on 
a cauſtick immediately. I told him, I was afraid 
there was matter in it, and would rather chooſe to 
ſtay a few days to ſee what it would turn to; for 
when there is matter, the unction will promote 
the ſuppuration more than any other applica- 
tion, and when there is none (already form'd) it will 
diſperſe it. To which he agreed: I therefore con- 
tinued to rub it well every day; by which, in a- 
bout three weeks time, it was (to both our ſatis- 
factions) entirely diſcuſs d, and the ulcer ſoon after 
cicatrizd. 

6th Caſe. L. M. has thirty, came to me 

with an. ill-natured ſcabby ulcer, as big as half a 
crown, about two. inches above the root of the pe-- 
nis, (which was ſo irritated by his ſword-belt, 
that he was obliged to lay it aſide) and a hard 
icabby lump on the back of it. I told him, I 
thought they were venengeal ſores: He ſaid he could 
not believe it, becauſe he had no running, &c. 
I told him, I ſhould not diſpute with him about 
names: he might think it, or call, it what he pleag'd'; 
but it muſt be cured pox faſhion. I gave him ſome 
unction with pills, and they were both heal'd I 
in a fortnight. I nevertheleſs deſired him to con- 
tinue his medicines, as before, for ſome time long- 

er; which, with ſome difficulty, he agreed to, 


but never performed. However, in about three 
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weeks after, he came again, ſaying he was ſure 
he was right now; for he had a copious: running, 
violent inflammation all over the penis, ſtrict 
phymoſis, &c. I would have blooded him direct - 
ly, but he would by no means be perfuaded to 
it; therefore I was obliged to depend upon emol- 
lient fomentations, and a pultice of breadand milk ; 
which, in about four and twenty hours, took off 
the inflammation, and lefſen'd the ſwelling much: 
then we began with the unction, &c. again. But 
he was fo very irregular in taking his medicines, 
and drank fo very hard, that he was near three 
months in getting well; which might ocherwiſe 
| have been done in much leſs time. 7 

- th Caſe. N. O. a young fellow about 
twenty five, applied to me: He ſaid he had 
been with three different Surgeons a few. days 
before, who all told him they could do nothing 
without a ſalivation; which his circumſtances 
would not permit. 1 told him, if he would 
be regular, and obſerve eaſy directions, I did not 
doubt curing him without it. He had a plenti- 
bl running, heat of urine, Gec. his was 
very thick, hard, drawn about half way back, 
and half che glans ſeemed to be eat off by a 
corroſive ulcer, and loohd He n bit of liver 
chat had been gnawed by a cat: fo that I could by 
no means diſcover the Place where the urine iflued, 
except when he made water: he had alſo two 
large and deep ulcers on the right fide of his but- 
tock near the anus, which gave him great pain 
While he fat; a n ulcer on each fide of 
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the ſcrotum, another in one of his arm-pits, and 
another under the toe next the great one, which 
had laid the tendon bare, and. pain'd him much 
when he walked : yet, in about a month's time, 
the hardneſs of the prepuce was quite diſſolved, 
the ragged ulcer on the glans heald as ſmooth 
as ever, and plumped up to almoſt the natural 
bigneſs, the - orifice of the urethra fair, (which 
I muſt ow I never expected) and all the other 
ulcers firmly cicatriz d, &c. I, however, deſired 
he would continue the ſame courſe for ſome time 
longer; but he, finding all his complaints gone, 
(inſtead of complying) did not came near me for 
above a fortnight, When he return'd, he ſhew'd 
mea large impoſthume on the left fide of the funda- 
ment, juſt oppoſite to the two foremention'd ulcers : 
after ing him for his negk&, I pierced it 
with a lancet, and then laid it open full two inches 
and an half with amy ſciſſurs, and diſcharged about 
four. ounces of a thick fœtid matter. This deep, 
and long ulcer, being ſo near the anus, ought to 
have been dreſt every time he went to 001; yet, 
by reaſon of his buſineſs and neglect, it was ſeldom

gth Caſe. R. S. a woman, about forty, ſhew'd me 

| two large ſcabby excreſcences in her arm: pit, and a 
great many warts and chancres on the labia puden- 
di, &c. then ask d me what I thought ſhe ail'd, I told 
her, ſhe had the venereal diſraſe. Dr.—, ſays ſhe, the 


perſon who recommended me, told me ſo alſo; but 


how is it poſſible? I have not known a man for 


twenty-three; years paſt. Madam, ſays I, it's no 
buſineſs. of mine to enquire how you, came by it: 
if you will believe neither the Doctor nor me, you 


may take hat farther advice you thinł fit. Then ſhe 
ſaid, if it is ſo, it muſt come from kiſſing a child 
who had a ſore mouth, &c. I. put her into the 
ſame courſe; but, in about ſeven or eight days, 
ſbe began to ſpit, which continu'd (about half a 
pint a Berg: for ten dns, becauſe ſhe would not 
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rw; yet ſhe never kept her bed for't 3 
but went on as before, and was well cured with- 
out more ſpitting. © 
roth Caſe, T. U. was juſt come out of the | 
hoſpital, where he had been thirteen weeks for a 
bubo, and other ſymptoms of a confirm'd pox. 
He ſeem'd to be perfectly well cured, except of a 
phymoſis without any hardneſs, I gave him a 
box of unction to take with him into the coun- 
try; which cured him in leſs than a fortnighht. 
11th Caſe. W. X. about twenty-five, ſhew'd 
me a large and hard bubo on his right groin, the 
prepuce thicken'd, and a little inflam'd, a plenti- 
ful running, &c. In about a fortnight's time the 
bubo was almoſt diſſolvd; but ſuch a flux of hu- 1 
mours had fallen upon the prepuce, (occaſion'd by:
